The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have overcome the rejection over Oballa et al by provisoing out the anticipating 
compound. 

Inomata et al, US Patent 6,642,375 deals with azaindolenines where the second 
double bond in the fused pyrrole moiety is between the N and the adjacent carbon 
rather than between the 2- and 3- carbons of said fused pyrrole moiety. There are also 
2 alkyi groups attached to the 3- position of said azaindolenines. Applicants' compounds 
are drawn to azaindoles wherein the double bond in said pyrrole moiety is between the 
2 and 3- carbons. 

The structures of the compounds of Inomata et al in Chemical Abstracts are 
clearly in error.
